His two 
sons, Charles J. and Allie E. Hurst, 
settled on ranch property in West 
Covina at Merced street and Orange 
avenue, where they now reside, and 
where there are two grandchildren of 
the deceased, Anna Bell and Joe, the 
children of Mr. and Mrs. C. J. Hurst. 
Miss Maud Hurst, the daughter, re- 
sides at the ranch homo where death 
has taken her parents in the last 
few months.

tity is assured southern and central 
California by the program of steam 
power plant development which the 
Southern California Edison company 
has in progress. 


At the Long Beach steam plant of 


the company, the first of eight new 
125,000 horse-power units is well un- 
der way and is expected to be ready 
for operation within the next sixty ^. 
or ninety days. 
+ 


When this program is completed, -f 


the company will have at Long -f 
Beach steam plant, just across from -f 
the channel from the city of Long -*• 
Beach, a total steam plant capacity + 
of 1,250,000 horse-power, which will + 
make it larger than any other exist- + 
ing tidewater plant west of New -f 
York City. 
+ 


Edison company engineers have + 


pioneered in the design of steam gen- 
erating plants and these units rep- 
resent the very finest and most ef- 
ficient turbine generators in the 
worlcl. Developments during the last 
decade in steam plant design have 
definitely indicated that the econom- 
ic generation of electricity by steam 
power demands the construction of 
large capacity machines. The neces- 
sity for a large quantity of water 
for cooling purposes in the operation 
of such a plant demands that it be 
built at tidewater or near a large 
lake or a major river. All of these 
facts have been taken into consid 
eration by the engineers of the Edi- 
son company whose duty it is to pro- 
vide the proper electrical service to 
the people of central and southern 
California, with the result that the 
territory served by the Edison com- 
pany today is buying electric ser- 
vice at a price lower than that en- 
joyed by any similar area in the 
world. 


Concrete evidence of the practica 


benefit of this careful engineering is 
well brought out by the records o: 
efficiency which have been made by 
the different units which have been 
installed at Long Beach steam plant 
in the last sixteen years. 
MODERN PLANTS EFFICIENT 
In the first plant, built in 1912-15, 


approximately 240 kilowatt hours 
were obtained from a barrel of oil 
or its equivalent. 


With the three new units installed 


in 1925-1926, 440 kilowatt hours per 
barrel are being generated. 
With 


the new 125,000 horse-power unit 
now under way, it is anticipated 
that 480 kilowatt hours or better per 
barrel of oil will be obtained. 


All foundation work and most of 


the superstructure for the first of the 
new 125,000 horsepower units is al- 
ready in place and the tremendous 
turbine from the Sehenectady works 
of the General Electric company is 
being installed. This turbine is the 
largest single shaft turbine ever con- 
structed and the transportation of 
the various parts of the turbine rep- 
resent a problem in shipping which 
is unparalleled in history. 


The rotor, the large central mov- 


ing part of the generator, weighs 
280,000 pounds. In order to trans- 
port this, it was necessary to rebuild 
a flat car and increase its weight- 
carrying capacity almost one hun- 
dred per cent.

Several hundred Covina 
valley 


liomes are preparing to entertain 
many middle-western and 
eastern

2t5 to July 3, when delegates to the 
national conference of the Church 
of the Brethren will be held at the 
college at La Verne. 


More than 8000 visitors from many 


states in the union will be present 
during that conference, it was stated 
this week by the officials preparing 
for the big event, and while unusual 
preparations are being made to house 
the greater portion at La Verne, it 
will be necessary to apportion many 
of 
the 
delegates 
to surrounding 


towns where the faith is represented, 
it was said. Many Covina valley citi- 
zens, it was pointed out. will be en- 
tertaining delegates who are person- 
al friends of the family. 


The last Brethren conference of 


national scope was held in Los An- 
geles twenty years ago, and since 
that time national gatherings have 
been held in the east. The confer- 
ence last year was held at Hershey, 
Pennsylvania, in the stronghold of 


The full influence of below-normal 


rainfall during the winter and spring 
is becoming increasingly apparent in 
the crop situation throughout south- 
ern and central California, according 
to the May issue of "Southern Cali- 
fornia Crops," market and field re- 
port of the Los Angeles 'chamber of 
commerce.

ports that in spite of scanty rainfall 
there will be sufficient water to take 
care of the 51,000 acres under irri- 
gation there. In the sugar beet areas 
the soil moisture condition is not 
promising and many growers are al- 
ready irrigating such lands as have 


this faith, and more than forty thou- 
sand attended.

SHORT WALNUT CEOP 


The chamber report indicates that 


conditions in the walnut areas of 
southern California are much the 
same as were experienced during the 
1926 season, when the crop was the 
smallest ever produced. Delayed fol- 
iation is present again this season, 
especially in Ventura county, where 
the setting will be about sixty days 
late. All reports from producing dis- 
tricts indicate a setting of from 40 
to 75 per cent, and while it is early 
for a crop estimate, the chamber of 
commerce publication states that the 
1928 walnut crop cannot possibly ex- 
ceed 75 per cent of last season's rec- 
ord production.

OTE THAT the broken line 
(Exchange per cent of Califor- 


nia Orange shipments) and the solid 
line (Exchange average f. o. b. price 
per box) closely parallel each other. 


This is not a inere coincidence. The ten- 
dency of outside shippers acting indepen- 
dently of one another is to ship heavily 
when the market is high. When these 
shipments are sold two weeks later the re- 
sulting oversupply lowers the market.
